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Now circa 2020, the world is in a global pandemic and | am in 
the back of an Uber with three members of my family— all of 
whom will soon be drafted into being reluctant fellow crew 
members. All the while, | am writing a script that is halfway 
done for a movie that is to start filming in Cody, Wyoming 
the next day. To top it all off, we are running late with a 
Gulfstream Jet waiting for us, a jet whose operational cost is 
somewhere in the thousands per hour. Welcome to the world 


of filmmaking in COVID land. 


The most important rule of filmmaking in these times, and 

in general, is that "no one gives a fuck about what went on 
behind the camera.” It's an important rule and it's a valuable 
rule, especially in this time of “content.” Come hell or 
highwater, if you want to make something, all you have to 
know is how to get it to the finish line and do it well. Finishing 
something is one of the hardest tasks for most people on the 
creative side of things. Completion is especially complicated, 
even more so when one is trying to make a movie. Now add 
the pressure of COVID-19 and the rules that you have to 


adhere to when filming. It seems impossible to a lot of people. 


Dame, however, is not like "a lot of people”, a sentiment 
anyone who knows him can agree with. Intensity and energy 
are also things that can be found in the orbit of Dame Dash. 
Dame is known for a lot of things: music, fashion, and

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empire building. Luckily for me, | got to know him as a 
filmmaker and cinephile. | ended up meeting him through 
my father a few months after COVID-19 was declared a 
pandemic. During this time, the entire world was being 
forced to shut down. Film and television were one of the 
first victims of the shutdown. This was bad news for my 
family company “Spekulor”, a company whose business 
model is just that: film and television. We had nothing to 
back us up as a small business, even the Trump bailouts 
that came were only designed for large to mid-sized 
businesses. That left us with nothing to do for months until 
Dame opted to start working and planning while the rest of 
the world slept. 


One day, І received a call from my father who just simply 
asked me to "make a list of ideas you think we could shoot 
during this lockdown." | had no idea what he wanted to 

do with it, but | did what was asked of me and sent it over. 
In the next few days, | would figure out why. | ended up 
getting on a call with Dame. It was straight to work with no 
time to wander or stray off the path of getting the movie 
that would be titled "Stoned" done. Very quickly Dame 
talked about the ideas and the pitches | gave him. This form 
of "intensity" would be a mantel piece of our relationship. 

| don't think there was ever a moment I had with him 
where he wasn't plotting a new idea or way to complete his 
current project. He always had his foot on the gas pedal. 
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The time that | have known Dame has also ended up being 
the most productive | have been on a creative front, writing 
over four different scripts and making 12 treatments that 
would prepare me for Cody, Wyoming. The news came out 
of nowhere and it came suddenly. Dame's assistant sent me 
a random text asking me to get on a Zoom call as quickly as 
possible. | got on Zoom from my phone while on my daily 
walk. Waiting for me on the other line of the call was Kayne 
West. As this was unexpected, it set off a flight or fight 
response, causing me to freeze up in the middle of my walk. 
We talked for about thirty seconds and in that time frame he 
asked me three very different questions. Question number 
one: "Are you a Christian?” | was caught off guard so much 


that | answered incorrectly, to which | said | am a “Pentecostal 


Christian” when | really meant to say “Messianic Christian.” | 
cringed at my own response. His second and third questions 
were whether І had seen the movies Streets Is Watching and 
Cloud Atlas. | said “yes” to both questions and, then, | was 
promptly hung up on. І ended up being brought onboard to 
work on a project for his team and his new “Donda” album. 


However, as Dame waited in Cody, he became adamant about 


doing a project. So, the next thing | know, I am in that Uber | 
mentioned at the start of this piece. Luckily for me, | made it 
on time. As we departed from Van Nuys Airport, we would 
land in Cody in under two hours. 
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Тһе very next day, | would walk оп set having no idea of wł 
was going on. | only had one job: Finish the script so we could 
finish the movie. That was the only goal I had. Finish this 

so we can move onto the next thing. However, like all good 
stories, that was not the case. | went onto set and began 
working in the back rooms so that | could have some peace 
while | wrote. When І came back out, a huge problem had 
arisen. The main lead of the movie did not show up to set 
and had instead left the state. This left the entire production" 
in a tumultuous position. As | looked at the crew roaming 
aimlessly, editors texting, and the one actor who bothered 
show up looking around gradually getting annoyed at the 
of direction, Dame did not seem to panic as he found himself M 
in the positions of director and producer of this project. Hey. — 
simply looked at me and said, "Why the hell don't you do - 
it?” Talking about fight or flight, this was а moment where | 
had a very strong urge to partake in flight. Dame started to | 
smile and hyped the idea of me being the second lead in | 
the movie. Everyone in the room went silent at the idea, but 
Dame encouraged it.

A movie plays on the wide screen. Producers mix the 
latest beat from a yet unreleased album. Designers 
and editors splice reels, fabrics and sneakers. And, 
you wonder where you are?!

Then, there is Mr. West. Brief encounters dot the day 
but authentic, nonetheless. He moves rapidly from 
one project to the next, darting on mini tanks across 
a dusty ranch with an idyllic Wyoming backdrop. | find 
myself surrounded by unspoiled beauty, but you must 
be intentional to inhale it. Though I couldn't forget, I 
was there to do a job. | had been invited by Mr. Dash 
to support and aid in the situation. There to confront 
the realities that collided and clashed in a tightrope 
walk of what we know to be true versus what one 
hopes to be true. 
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In the midst, there is religiosity and faith. A bible stationed on the table. Talk of a man, іп Mr. 
West, who values prayer. The believer in me wants to testify about healing. The physician in 
me wants to find harmony across the disparate themes unapologetically on display. There 

in Cody are the musings of a once precocious child turned cultural phenomenon who took 
inspiration doodled in a sketchbook and etched it instead in the earth. It bewilders. And, in all 
of the noise, I'm looking for an opening in the Spirit and a chance to connect. [νε only got 24 
hours. I'm there with a state senator, Bishop, a therapist, and an educator. The Bishop happens 
to be my big brother and partner in the good fight. On the ranch, there are many tribes. Those 
who want to do right by the beloved. Those who work tirelessly and almost nonstop. Those 
who want access to power. And, finally those called upon to ordain and set in order. The latter 
is needed because in the mix are self-professed advisors who confess to seeing themselves as 
"managing a plane crash." 


We're sitting in a two-story cabin and in walks a man who's been hired to help with the 
presidential campaign. А week earlier, | participated in а Zoom meeting called by Mr. 

Dash where leaders and friends were asked to share their wisdom. | say then, the election 
battle is unwinnable. Just the facts. And, politics, at this time, is not ideal. The healer and 
advocate in me desires a different fight. Why not channel passion for the community into 
social action and policy goals to bring attention to topics like systemic racism, community 
violence, mental health, homelessness or economic empowerment. We aren't there to usurp 
anyone's freedom of choice but to acknowledge the stakes and to neutralize those preying 
upon open vulnerabilities. We've been invited to meet with Mr. Boyd who is a key figure in 
the South Carolina rally. None of the five see that moment as beneficial to Mr. West or his 
political movement. So why and how did it happen? Why wasn't he protected? Many of us 
are disheartened and angry. Where is the empathy? The answers sound self-serving and 
misguided. We each try in our own way to break through. | do it how my Granny would, but is 
that possible in this setting? l'm sure he feels cornered. Still, he needs to be accountable for 
his actions, and when pressed, his argument fizzles. 


| learn again that day: not everyone values truth the same. This isn't my first time with this 
revelation but it's poignant, nonetheless. All of us around the table desperately want Mr. Boyd 
to see how unethical, unprofessional and unloving the situation is. So, we tell him in stark 
terms. We dole out our truth quite powerfully. We can't stand by and look the other way. Even 
if the occasion is brief. Even if the band keeps playing оп. І tell myself we planted a seed. Апа, 
as the parable says, "One person plants, and another person waters."

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As a therapist, one of the biggest skills 
that | employ with my clients is listening. 


Every client | treat is different in their own way and require different 
types of interventions and the timing of those interventions can 

be different with each client. As far as identifying triggers with a 
client, | usually just listen and watch. Identifying triggers can involve 
expressions from the client that are both verbal and non-verbal. 
Non-verbal ques may consist of various body or physical movements, 
and facial expressions that can express anger, anxiety, avoidance, 

or general discomfort during sessions when stimulated by certain 
subjects or memories that trigger the client. As far as not activating 
them myself, that is not a rule І always subscribe to as a therapist. 
Sometimes, the best therapeutic progress with a client has come 
from me actually triggering them and observing how they react and 
communicate while triggered. If the client's triggers impede therapy 
or put too much of a strain on our therapeutic alliance, then | do 

my best to meet the client where they are at mentally and go at the 
client's preferred pace. 


| always advise beginning therapists, that it takes a special skillset 
to use triggers and possible conflict with a client in order to help a 
client. This approach should be done carefully and by experienced 
therapists/psychologists only. At some point, the client has to 
confront their triggers. | usually help the client deal with this 
confrontation by educating them about calming and centering 
techniques such as mindfulness, meditation, and breathing 
techniques so the client is not overwhelmed by their triggers. Also, 
creating a safe space for the client to communicate or vent without 
being judged, along with reflecting and validating how they feel helps 
me to not trigger the client. 


І believe Dame brought me to Wyoming because he has witnessed 
for himself my skill as a mental health professional who has the 
unique skill of applying professional and clinical treatments in a way 
that those from his and my culture can understand and apply to their 
own lives. This involves communicating and empathizing in a way that 
only someone from my culture and life experience can do and be 
effective at. The subject of mental health and therapy has historically 
been a taboo topic amongst the African American community 

who have a distrust for anything that they may perceive as being 
from a system that has systemically oppressed, imprisoned and/or 
destroyed them for generations. | am them and they are me. | have 
experienced what they have experienced and understand all the 
levels involved with my community and the trauma we have endured. 
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Dame knew І could reach Kanye іп a way 
that no other therapist or psychologist 
before me could, and therefore, this is 
why I feel like he brought те to Wyoming.

in Cody, Wyoming was full of intrigue 
and curiosity from a personal and 
clinical standpoint. 


Personally, | looked forward to meeting up with my 
friend and business partner Dame Dash and one 

of my best friends and manager of Kanye, John 
Monopoly. Both were there to help keep things 
running smoothly with Kanye and that included 
bringing anyone in, including myself, who could 

help with certain things. This included making sure 
everybody who was there to guide some of Kanye's 
personal and business matters was acting in the 

best interest and safety of Mr. West. Being that | am 
a mental health professional with several degrees 

in psychology and marriage and family therapy, my 
function at the ranch was to consult, help assess, and 
if need be, offer whatever clinical services | could 
that would help make sure Mr. West was operating 
clearly and safely. Clinically, | was also intrigued with 
how the life of a billionaire affects and intermingles 
with someone who is as extremely creative as Kanye 
but who also may be dealing with some mental health 
issues as well.

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The first thing | noticed was how many people were always in proximity to Kanye 
and how many people it actually took to simultaneously keep the ranch operating 
and the Kanye West empire going. With not much family around, this was literally 
Kanye's support system— many of whom were also dependent on Kanye financially. 
Noticing this was important to me clinically because support systems can be the 
difference between achieving and maintaining good mental health or reinforcing 
habits which perpetuate bad mental health. Dame was concerned with establishing 
a healthy support system for Kanye that would act as an adaptive influence. There 
were dozens of projects that spanned from music, fashion and construction to video 
shooting/editing, and presidential campaigns, etc. all being worked on at the same 
time with Kanye being hands on with all things at one point or another. This work 
seemed to go on all day and all night. | had wondered how much of this feverish pace 
and multitasking was representative of how Kanye's brain and thought process was 
operating, jumping from one thing to another at a high speed. 


The second thing that | noticed was how massive this property was; it seemed like 
you could fit a whole city on this ranch which seemed to go for miles and miles and 
even included its own massive lake. It was enough land to be able to build your own 
world or day-to-day existence if you had enough money (which Kanye does) with 
little to no interference from the outside world. It was spacious isolation. There were 
expensive but strange and fun looking tank vehicles, dune buggies, and motor bikes 
all accompanied by the occasional walking by of a llama or donkey on the property. 
The 24-hour catering was also very impressive and convenient. On the property, 
there were different buildings which all served their individual purposes on the 
ranch, which were filled with employees and workers. While everything looked fun 
and entertaining, | knew that before any play, there was work to be done. Within 20 
minutes of my arrival, | was already pulled into a meeting with others who were also 
there to perform similar tasks as myself regarding the welfare of Mr. West. What I 
walked into was an interrogation-like environment of a man who was in charge of 
consulting Kanye on various public appearances and speeches. The gentleman in 


question was being accused of operating in a manner that was detrimental to not only 


Kanye's public persona, but to his general mental health. Dame, who was genuinely 
concerned and bothered by the thought of someone taking advantage of his friend 
especially when he was vulnerable, had to restrain his anger at times. | assessed the 
situation and talked to all parties involved, and we collectively concluded that the 
gentleman in question was not acting in the best interest of his client Kanye West; 
instead, he was just concerned with making possible financial gains and power moves 
with no concern for how it would affect Mr. West's actual welfare. He eventually was 
asked to leave the premises by Mr. Dash. 


After that tense meeting, | was able to consult with Dame and hear things from 
Kanye's point of view and some of his concerns regarding therapy. We were able to 
discuss possible treatment plans that would adaptively support Kanye's mental health 
and deal with whatever symptoms Mr. West may have been exhibiting, with respect 
to his confidentiality, | will keep specific details private. After work, we did some 

play. Mr. West, Mr. Dash, others and | went to ride all of the motor bikes and dune 
buggies around the ranch till about night fall when we met at the barn and discussed 
healthy work habits with the employees. We also watched "Back to The Future" on a 
jumbotron located in the back of the barn. For the short time | was there, it was quite 
an experience.

MR. DASH: Ав a Bishop, how would you define the YAHSquad? 


BISHOP: Well, those are some very powerful and spiritual questions because the very term 
YAHSquad, | got doing prayer. We һауе noonday prayer every day, and І believe it was іп 2008 that | 
got a prophecy. The Heavenly Father said to start a group, the YAHSquad. Yah means “l am that | am." 
In YAHSquad, we have а saying. YAHSquad is all about saving souls, and YAHSquad is going to take the 
industry and change people. YAHSquad is going to take the music industry because YAHSquad within 
itself becomes a way to inspire words. It is a breath word. It's a word of YHWH. An inspired word 
means it comes from the Spirit. And in noonday prayer when | received that word, immediately the 
people who were associated with me were beyond empowered. | surround myself with young people. 
Гт 54, so I'm ап old man where | come from, but I think one of my gifts is | allow young people to be 
young people. I'm not looking for them to be older than their age. And because we do everything in 
the name of Yahshua, which is the true name of the Messiah, we deal in truth. We have people from 

all different backgrounds. We have Haitians, Dominicans, Puerto Ricans, Cubans, Greeks, you name 

it. Whenever you take so many different people from different ethnic backgrounds, and you put them 
together, they will come up with new sounds. So, YAHSquad is a word. It means that we're confessing 
that when YAHSquad does their music, it's going to be a celebration. Its going to be a complete 
celebration. And that being true, so many people who started YAHSquad let it go. It was my wife who 
refused to allow my dream and my word die. And it was my wife who picked back up YAHSquad in 
2017 and made it what it is today. But YAHSquad has opened up doors. And to be blunt with you, Mr. 
Dash, YAHSquad is the reason | met you. YAHSquad is the reason | met Kanye West. All of that was via 
YAHSquad. Because | met you through Kanye, he wanted you to experience YAHSquad. So I'm beyond 
blessed with sharing the word and I'd like to encourage everybody or anybody that when you hear 
from ҮНУУН,І am that | am, don't let your word die. When no one else is standing with you, know that 
YHWH is standing with you. So, scripture says, "He will not allow His word to return to Him void." So, 
that's how YAHSquad came into my reality. And that's how | met you, Mr. Dash.

BISHOP: | know why you called me to go to 
Wyoming.

You have an honor code for 
friendship. And every time you've ever mentioned 
anything to me about Mr. West, it was always love 
first. Always love. Yeah, when you called me to go 
to Wyoming, | knew that you called me because 
you had a love for Mr. West. And what love does is 
protect. And | believe you wanted Mr. West to be 
in a position that no one could manipulate him 
with religion. | believe, Mr. Dash, you called me 

to Wyoming because you had a great love for Mr. 
West. And you know me to be an honorable man, 
ап honest man. And | told you from day one, I call 
you Mr. Dash. One, because I'm older than you. 
And | want to always respect and honor the man 
that you are, and | call Mr. West, Mr. West because

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MR. DASH: When did you find your calling? 


BISHOP: | found my calling at a very, very young 
age because, at a very, very young age, | was 
disappointed in my father. And at a very, very 
young age, | knew my father wasn't going to turn out 
to be the man | needed him to be. So, that being 
true, | latched on to my grandfathers. | latched on 
to papa who was my mother's father, Reverend 
Harrison Gregory. He was a Baptist pastor. And 

my father's father was a very famous, very famous 
Bishop, Apostle Bishop John W. Parnell. And though 
my dad did teach me manhood and he's the second 
coolest dude | ever met, the first coolest dude was 
his brother. So, it was at a young age that | began 

to pray for my father. And I began to pray for my 
father because | felt that it was my job and it was 
my duty to return my father back to his Father. So 

| dedicated my life to it. My father was raised to 
replace his father. So, my grandfather trained him; 
he was his third born to replace him. And I believe 
my father would have done that. But my father lost 
his father at the age of 28. And that's the first time 

| ever saw my father cry. | believe my father felt 
cheated that his father didn't live to see him return 
because grandpa kicked him out of church over the 
radio. But | knew my calling at a young age and that 
being true, | believe if you can forgive somebody 
you love, you can forgive yourself and you can 
forgive anybody. 
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So ту father taught me not to hold grudges against 
people and to forgive everybody. And that's what 

| did, but | knew my calling. A lot of people asked 
me, when did | start teaching the name YHWH and 
Yahshua. | was born in that name. My grandfather 
taught me the name; he taught me the name back 
in the 1940s the 1950s. My grandfather built the 
second-largest black denomination. It began in 
Harlem, under Bishop Lawson. And so | was born in 
the name and being born in the name, you learn and 
you embrace that truth. So I've never had a problem 
hearing truth, embracing truth and embracing it, 
and running with it. But | knew my calling at a very 
young age. And my grandfather, my father's father, | 
lost him when | was four years old. My father always 
said if he would have lived, he would have trained 
me, but that wasn't my calling. My calling was to be 
trained via the Ruach Hakodesh, the Holy Spirit of 
YHWH. And then, at my mother's father's funeral 

in 1990, that's when І said, l'm not going to run 
anymore from my calling. And | embraced it. 


MR. DASH: When faced with opposition, mentally 
and physically, you know, confrontation, how do 
you attack it or work through it? Do you know 
what l'm saying? How do you not trigger people? 


BISHOP: It all depends on who I'm dealing with. 
And it all depends on what's the subject matter. I 
was very successful in corporate America. Before 

| started the ministry, | had my own business, 
slamming cars, brand new corvettes, and BMW 850 
CSI. | was very successful in corporate America. 
So in corporate America, you cant trigger people 
and be black. You'd be out of a job, especially 
when you're the only black person there. Nine 
times out of ten when | worked on Wall Street, 
Dun апа Bradstreet, AT&T, Bell Labs, Merck, 1 

was the only black person there. | was the only 
black male not pushing a broom. So in corporate 
America, you can't pull peoples triggers. But 

being independent, being a man of YHWH, being 
a man, a true man of Christ, | picture myself like 
Yahshua in the Bible. Yahshua means, "| am that | 
am Salvation." And when we study the Word, we 
see that the Messiah did trigger people. But he 
handled people differently, depending on who they 
were. With the Pharisees and Sadducees, he just 
put it straight blunt. With religious people, he ate 
them up. | mean, yo, he crushed them. Just about 
every religious person that you read about in the 
New Testament, Christ pretty much put them in 
hell. But Yahshua never turned down an invitation 
to a party from a sinner. Every time a sinner invited 
him to a party, he was there. And not only was he 
there, but it was also the religious people who 
wanted him to pull sinful people's triggers, and he 
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never did, you know? For me, it makes a difference 
what the subject is and what is being said. | have 

to be honest. | love challenges. | can't lie. | love 
arguments. | love debates. What we call in the 
barbershop, in the Muslim barbershop, we call it 
building, you know, so we build with one another. 

| think what | respect about my Muslim friends 

that | don't with my Christian friends, is that my 
Muslim friends don't stop being my friends when we 
disagree on religion. Do you know what l'm saying? 
So, we could fully disagree, but at the end of the 
day, we are still friends. So, the bottom line is, yes, 
sometimes I'll pull people's triggers on purpose to 
leave a significant emotional event because if | pull 
certain triggers, that person is never going to forget 
me. Especially if that trigger is based in truth and 
love. Because sometimes people remember things 
in retrospect. The power of my ministry is that I tell 
people things that they have never heard before. 
So, the majority of people leave me saying that 
Bishop is a nut. But then somewhere they run into 
somebody else who is either saying the same thing 
| said and is like, | go from being number one million 
and 55 to being number one. 


It's totally revolutionary. Totally, totally revolutionary. 


And | learn from my mistakes, and l've made a lot of 
them. But that's— 


MR. DASH: They're not mistakes if you're learning. 


BISHOP: | like that. 


MR. DASH: If you learn from them, they aren't 
mistakes. 


BISHOP: That's right. 
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MR. DASH: In this time of Black Lives Matter, what 
advice do you give to someone who's living through 
Black Lives Matter in this moment? 


Bishop: The advice that I'd give is, and | love giving 
this advice, people always want to say what they 
would have done if they were alive when Christ 

was on Earth. What they would have done if they 
were alive when Martin Luther King Jr. was around. 
What they would have done if they were alive when 
Malcolm X was around. І tell people all the time, you 
look at the newsreels and you see the police officers 
siccing dogs on people who are just marching for 
their civil and human rights, and people are like oh, 
that's so terrible. | would never do that. That's what 
Black Lives Matter is. No. We are back in the 60s. 
Take your stand. You have to make a decision. You 
have to make a choice. And the choice is this: Are 
you going to choose to ignore what is taking place, 
or are you going to give an answer? This is what 
can say. In my life, | grew up in East Orange. | live in 
Newark. In my life, the only people who ever pulled 
a gun on me or carjacked me were the cops. So 
when the movie, Boyz n the Hood came out, | cried. 
Гуе been accused of stealing my own car at least 
five times. And | remember many times when West 
Orange police officers pulled their guns on me and 
told me they were about to "f*ing blow my head off." 
Once they ran the plates and saw my license, and I 
never forgot what my friend Ant, who was with me, 
said. He was like, "Yo, take your hands off the wheel. 
Take your hands off the wheel!" Over time, you just 
get tired of being punked all your life, especially by 
some stranger. And the only thing that is making this 
punk feel strong is that they got a pistol. A pistol in 
your mouth or a pistol by your head.

This being true, | felt beyond privileged 

to accompany Mr. Dash and his team of 
counselors to Wyoming to meet concerning 
the mayhem and debacle of Mr. West’s South 
Carolina campaign event.

William Michael Griffin Jr., better known as Rakim, one 
half of the legendary hip-hop duo, Eric B and Rakim said 
it best in his ground-breaking track, Move the Crowd, the 
fifth track and fourth single on their debut album, Paid in 
Full: "With knowledge of self, there's nothing | can't solve." 
It is a line that will forever resonate with me as an 80s 
baby, hip-hop enthusiast, middle-school principal, 

and ‘edfluencer.’ 


Across this nation, our children continue to be taught 
that their history started with slavery. Their power 

is perpetually stripped away as their teachers have 
them believe that they were passive participants in the 
Transatlantic Slave Trade and that even their freedom 
was a gift bestowed upon them by the White champion, 
Abraham Lincoln. They are taught to believe in the hype 
of a great White hope like "Christopher Columbus" who 
is credited with "discovering" this hitherto undiscovered 
country and who brought civilization to its "savage" 
inhabitants who, by the way, were sitting around waiting to 
be discovered. 


Nothing could be further from the truth. Furthermore, 
this perpetuation of racist beliefs and ideologies reflects 
the persistence of systemic racism within the educational 
system and is detrimental to the psyche and spirit of 
young Black and Brown children, particularly in their 
formative years. 


As we collectively mourn and rise up against the 
state-sanctioned lynching of George Floyd, Breonna 
Taylor, Atatiana Jefferson, Aura Rosser, Stephon 

Clark, Bothan Jean, Philando Castille, etc., we must 

be intentional in demanding the culturally responsive 
teaching of our peoples' history. Our children must know 
that their history is one of resistance and resilience in 
the face of the historically overwhelming odds we've 
faced in this country. 
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Furthermore, | contend that racist teachers and implicit 
bias murder more children across this country than racist 
police officers. They murder our baby's spirits, hopes, 
and dreams and leave them in sunken places which they 
oftentimes are never able to climb out of. 


Kanye West stated, "Most people are slowed down by the 
perception of themselves. If you're taught you can't do 
anything, you won't do anything." Our children must be 
taught that our historic march began tens of thousands 

of years before we were mercilessly snatched from our 
homes and placed into the bowels of slave ships by an 
unsympathetic foe. 


“It’s important for people to believe in themselves,” 
asserts business tycoon Damon Dash. Black and brown 
boys and girls should be able to take pride in knowing 
that it was their ancestors who first developed historic 
civilizations. Imagine for a moment the pride our children 
would feel looking into the mirror and knowing that 

their people created writing, philosophy, mathematics, 
advanced architecture, astronomy, and theology. Envision 
how powerful they'd be if they knew that their forefathers 
and mothers, which included Nat Turner, Harriet Tubman, 
Denmark Vesey, and Sojourner Truth, fought to free our 
people from bondage. What if they truly embraced the 
words of Fredrick Douglass when he espoused: "Power 
concedes nothing without a demand. It never did and it 
never will." 


Culturally responsive teaching is the primer that will spark 
the gunpowder of consciousness and self-esteem which 
will positively propel the bullets of brilliance in our young 
kings and queens. Our schools must begin to implement 
anti-racist education and ensure that all children receive a 
culturally responsive education now.

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Defining Leadership 

As a school leader, leadership entails the 
practice of utilizing varying data sets (student 
data, teacher data, perception data, school 
processes data, etc.) to make informed 
decisions that impact teaching and learning. The 
five key components of school leadership are: 


High Expectations 

Instructional Knowledge and Expertise 
Organizational Development 
Community Building 

Emotional Intelligence 


Transformational leadership is the most fitting 
leadership style that allows leaders to provide 
direction, master crisis management, exercise 
influence, and leverage communication skills 

to convey the three E's known as empathy, 
expectations, and effective feedback. During 
crises such as the pandemic, leaders also 
exude emotional intelligence to meet the 
social emotional demands of stakeholders. This 
practice enables leaders to connect with staff 
and to foster an environment of empowerment. 


Actions Taken That Have Been Transformative - Assembly of the OSG 

Pre-pandemic, my day-to-day work was focused оп school leadership development. | worked as ап executive 
coach and trained school leaders throughout the country. My work entailed daily in person visits with principals 
to support school improvement efforts. When the pandemic heightened in New York City, I had to reinvent 
myself. Schools closed and | was no longer able to work in brick and mortar. | realized it was important to 
continue my work with school principals, but | needed a new platform. | saw the need to bring together a 
collective group of school principals. Inevitably, there was a need to create a virtual platform to support, 
mentor, and coach school leaders. As a result, Off School Grounds (OSG) became the weekly platform for 
school leaders to network and share best practices for their continued growth and development. 


Top Three О5С Political Foci: 


1. To combat education inequity of marginalized students in urban communities 


2. Preparing leaders to embrace a “new normal” during and post pandemic 
3. Leaders as change agents 


During each session, school leaders engaged in dialogue on relevant topics pertaining to visionary and strategic 
leadership, effective professional and ethical practices, remote leading and learning, trauma, social emotional 
practices as well as other essential leadership practices that are crucial for increased student achievement. 
OSG was a safe space that allowed principals to share their struggles and successes. Principals fostered a 
community of trust and transparency. This family-oriented platform allowed principals to support each other 
and to strengthen a coalition to advance educational opportunities for students of color. One notable impact of 
OSG, is that principals are now branching out and starting their own individual projects to advance generational 
legacy. For example, some principals are in the process of writing their books, starting their own talk show, 
writing scripts for movies, and much more. 
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The year 2020 Shifted Mindsets 

As a man of color, trauma has been a fixture in 

the communities that | serve. As of late, wrongful 
actions, such as police brutality, have been 
normalized. | am guilty for believing that as a Black 
man we have to work harder to accomplish the 
same or more than any other race. What | learned 
about trauma, like any other curable disease, it is 
something that we can overcome. As educators 
and leaders, we have to find ways to incorporate 
therapy so that we can heal from trauma inflicted 
turmoil. | believe we cannot become complacent 
with situations that are steadily rising around us. 1 
refrained from watching the George Floyd video 
because | knew the end result, however the residue 
of anger, pain, and anxiety left a lasting stench of 
what it means to be a Black man in America. 


As a leader, | know the ultimate question is, how 
do we protect our young people from harm? How 
do we explain what is currently happening in 

our country? It is difficult to comprehend police 
brutality and systematic oppression, and | also 
want to make sure | am not displacing my trauma 
on young people by reposting surfaced clips on 
social media. The narrative of George Floyd is 

an event to analyze carefully and to discuss with 
students who may find themselves in similar 
situations. The focus should be to address how 
students can transform their own lives and obtain 
their dreams. Students need opportunities to 
engage in a conversation around what are our next 
steps as a community. The generation that we are 
cultivating should be granted the opportunity to 
dream and to think about their futures. No matter 
our circumstances, we all should be committed 

to find ways that celebrate the things that are 
given to us and the opportunities to build on the 


collective. 


The trajectory of COVID-19 is unknown yet, New 
York City public schools are scheduled to reopen 
on September 21, 2020 for in person learning. 
Families, students, teachers, administrators, and 
affiliated staff members have voiced concerns 
about their health and safety. However, Mayor De 
Blasio and Chancellor Carranza have not wavered 
in their decision to reopen schools. School 
reopening is a sensitive topic for me because many 
school leaders that | have grown to connect with 
and love have endured countless sleepless nights 
due to COVID-19 related deaths and personal 
encounters with the virus. Urban communities 
such as East NY, have suffered tremendously. The 
inequities and digital divide is prevalent among 
schools in impoverished communities during the 
peak of the pandemic. For once, the NYC teachers 
union and schools administration union were in 
agreement for postponing school reopening. | am 
also in agreement with the stance of the union. 
NYC public schools are not ready to be open; 

| believe it is in the best interest of the city and 
state to delay school reopening until there is a 
strategic plan and solid blueprint to ensure the 
safety and welfare of each member. 


Advice for School Leaders 

It is important to balance your professional and 
personal life. Ensure your days are productive. 

To do this effectively, you must prioritize your 
time. When it is time for work, my mind is focused 
on meeting daily goals. After my work day is 
completed, | look forward to spending time with 
my family. They are my peace and joy. Quality time 
with them means everything to me. Therefore, 
once | am home | disconnect from work and tend 
to their needs. Another important balance is 
finding time for yourself. | make time for myself 
weekly on Fridays. For me it is "Self-Care Friday" 
where І dedicate my day to playing golf. Friday is 
a day | give to myself to recuperate from my week 
so that | am rejuvenated and prepared to meet 
the demands of my professional and personal life. 
Failure to balance your professional and personal 
life can lead to mental and emotional exhaustion, 
stress, severe health conditions, and poor job 
performance. 


To keep yourself sane, professional and work life balance is a must. 


Consider the following: 


Prioritize your time 


(screen time on the computer, work, personal, self-care) 
Utilize an agenda or planner to map out your day 


Be realistic with your daily tasks and learn to say "no" to unnecessary tasks and unwanted meetings 


Take a break when you need to 
Have fun! 
End your day with reflection

But again, as 
educators, we've seen curricula come and we've 
seen curricula go, but now, we're talking about real 
education reform. We're talking about things that 
are going to change communities, change the lives 
of young people, and, to be honest, a curriculum 
isn't always the best approach to creating those 
types of changes. As such, most of us were 
unmoved by John's presentation. Out of respect 
for you, we didn't disrespect his presentation. We 
didn't let him know how we weren't impressed by 
it. But clearly we weren't.

When | met him in person, | had the opportunity 
to understand further who John was. І also had 

a chance to see John in a couple of the photos 
from Kanye's campaign stop in South Carolina. As 
a person who, I felt, was there to be his advisor, | 
was a bit disturbed by the fact that Kanye's speech 
took place under John's watch. As an educator, 
specifically, l've always felt that you have to be 
somewhat mindful of the things you say. You 

also have to create a support system, or insulate 
yourself, with people who are going to protect 
you in the event that something inappropriate or 
polarizing is about to slip out of your mouth. So, I 
was not impressed by that. 


In Wyoming, І felt that it was an opportunity for me 
to tell him that | didn't feel like Kanye was a 

great example for educators across the country at 
that time. As you know, we talked about some of 
the stuff that Kanye wanted to do. But | wasn't 
impressed at that point, especially since John was 
his education guy.

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ОТНЕ RIGHT TO LEARN 
REMOTELY WHILE FACING 
A DIGITAL DIVIDE

Born and raised in the inner city of Newark, New Jersey, this district is my home. | have 
taken on the role of principal of West Side High School. We service approximately 700 
students comprised of 98% black and brown children, all of whom qualify for free and 
reduced lunch. My children are disadvantaged economically, some socially, and most 
emotionally. Leading with love and being adaptable to the students needs, we work 
tirelessly to remove all barriers in order to enhance their learning experiences. Numerous 
barriers exist outside of the academic setting which impact student learning, student 
attendance, and student discipline. 


As the principal, | worked with various Google educational products to assist in preparing 
our students with the technological skills that are needed to work in our global world. My 
initial implementation of technology-based learning was targeted to a cohort of students 
who were over-aged and under-credited. Working with my team, a schedule was prepared 
to ensure students were provided cross-content Project Based Learning that focused 

on thematic connections while also targeting reading and writing standards through an 
online platform. This increased student engagement. The success of the students in this 
cohort generated a stakeholder partnership between West Side High School and Google 
Creative Labs. 


The Google partnership assisted my staff and students as we transitioned to online 
learning during the pandemic. However, even with the experience of online learning, 

there were still hiccups transitioning to a 100% virtual environment. The barriers were 
assessed; they included technological devices, WIFI, teacher experience, scheduling, and 
attendance. The digital divide took its toll on many of our families. To address this, a phone 
call center was set up; staff were assigned to teachers to aid in both contacting families 
and tracking all contact made. Every single child was personally assessed for any barriers, 
and we worked to remove them. 
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The analysis of the data identified the primary obstacles: families with one computer per 
household had multiple children sharing the same device coupled with child hunger. 
Considering the loss of learning, the building was opened again to provide laptops for our 
students. À system was put in place to reduce exposure to students and staff while they 
were obtaining the necessary devices. Optimum Online had partnered with the district 
to provide families with free internet access. The free WIFI was not easily attainable to 
our pupils, however. As such, elected officials may want to leverage their power with the 
Defense Production Act to have corporations troubleshoot for hotspots to ensure that all 
children across America have WIFI access for learning. 


To combat child hunger, | collaborated with Rao's Homemade, the Mayor's Office of 
Newark, Jersey Cares, and the Community FoodBank of NJ. With their donations, my staff 
came to the school, cooked, and packaged food for our students and families to eat! Three 
days а week, students were fed а hot meal and were provided food for the following day. 


Teachers did not just post assignments online, but rather they engaged students in 
learning using an online platform. To ensure the proficiency of this process, | provided 
WebEx Professional Development that modeled expectations of the virtual classroom. We 
also assisted our team of teachers to provide engaging lessons based on curriculum and 
state academic standards. My teams engaged in “Virtual Walk-Throughs” to provide high- 
impact strategies and feedback. We were all accountable to help our kids succeed— one 
student at a time, one barrier at a time, thereby, increasing the number of students who 
were engaged and succeeding in virtual learning. 


As we plan to re-open buildings, health and safety are our priorities. A localized approach 
to a reopening plan needs to be based on the population one services and the needs of 
the school within the community. Each district is different; each school in a district can 
have different needs. School calendar years should be amended to provide additional time 
for training and preparation. Students should have a voice in their learning experience 
which, then, should impact the verbiage in the opening school plans. It's neither a one-size- 
fits all option for the whole district nor the country.

As a school leader serving in a large school 
district, supporting over six hundred four-year- 
olds, | am humbled to know that every decision 
that | make has a lasting impact on children and 
their families. COVID-19 has brought us to a 
place where we can see and hear all around us 
the effects a global pandemic can have on our 
everyday lives. | have learned as a mother and 
school leader the top three things to think about 
while supporting our early childhood learners. 
In order to thrive, nothing is more important 
right now than having meaningful connections, 
preparing your environment, and establishing 
routines as a family and as a community. 
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1. Make Time for Each Other 

Whether it's the beginning, middle, or end of the 
day, create times where you connect with each 
other to share how things are going. Make time 
as a family to discuss how you are feeling, and 
ask: "What do you need?" Create family routines 
that will outlast a pandemic. Consider using a 
mood meter that names feelings. Give children 
an opportunity to share and name their feelings. 
Strategically organize family time like a regular 
movie or game night, snack time, or simply talking 
over a meal. Having planned down time will 
alleviate feelings of anxiety and depression while 
creating neurological pathways to share feelings 
productively and safely. COVID-19 has exposed 
our feelings of despair, loneliness, and isolation. 
The loss of socialization from others can create 
fear and a sense of rejection in our children losing 
a sense of self-worth. In order to alleviate the loss 
of connection and to support the production of 
endorphins at night, as an example, | ask my boys 
to share what they are grateful for and we share 
how our day went. It gives us time to appreciate 
the time together and helps them sleep. How do 
you make time for those who you love? 
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2. Environment is the Second Teacher 

Leo Vgotsky notes that children grow into the 
intellectual life around them. Now that school 

has shifted from brick and mortar to our homes, 
we have to quickly turn our homes into learning 
environments. As challenging as it seemed at first, 
we found ways to make our environment work. 
Consider simple drawing paper to create monthly 
self-portraits using crayons and markers and other 
loose parts that you have around the house. Each 
space of your home can be transformed into 

a learning center. Collect the mail and make a 
mailbox, utilize cereal boxes to study shapes and 
three dimensional shapes (e.g. sphere, cylinder, 
rectangular prism) and circulars that come in the 
mail for environmental print activities. Consider an 
entire household dropping everything to read for 
at least 20 minutes a day. Discuss what was read, 
what was new and what confirmed what you knew 
already. We have the power to reimagine school 
as we know it. Reading aloud to children is the 
single most important factor in a child's literacy 


development. What is your favorite 
children's book? 


3. Routines, Routines, Routines 

COVID-19 has completely changed the way 

we live. Some of our routines have completely 
changed to accommodate our many different 
schedules. Create a regular schedule that is 
posted either daily, or weekly in a space in your 
home. Schedules give children a sense of time, 
space, and orientation. Discuss the day, time, and 
your location. This is a great time to practice your 
address and telephone number with the youngest 
members of your family. These skills will transfer 
over well at home and at school when you are 
ready. COVID-19 has also created pathways for us 
to be mindful of how we clean and sanitize. Have 
children regularly wash their hands for at least 20 
seconds to the tune of singing the alphabet or the 
happy birthday song before and after they eat and 
go to the bathroom. Having clear routines provides 
children a sense of responsibility and care for 
themselves and others. A sense of independence 
and autonomy is key to support a 

well-developed child. 
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Conclusion: 

While you might feel unsure about how to show 
up for children during a time of uncertainty, 

there is nothing more important than letting your 
little one know that you love them and that you 
are problem solvers together. Let's call this a 
national “Plandemic” where we find pathways to 
the unimaginable dreams that will come from an 
unprecedented time in all of our lives. If you feel 
you need to talk to someone about your children's 
goals academically, reach out to your child's school 
administrator or parent point person at your school 
and someone will be there to support you. Our 
children are watching us, let's show how resilient 
we can be to create pathways for greatness!

What does one do when the entire world pauses? 
What does one do when you are experiencing an 
unexpected global event that interrupts how you 
live and lead? These are questions | faced when 
the governmental leaders decided to close school 
buildings in March 2020. 
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As the news to shift to remote learning was being released on the airwaves, | 
had already been on a medical leave for three months. My interaction with the 
school was through my trustworthy assistant principal (AP) who had assumed 
the role of acting principal in my absence. Our frequent talks began as daily 
debriefs and then moved to her seeking advice or receiving assurance regarding 
her decision-making. Our talks made me smile because it was a joy to watch her 
lead. Eventually, this frequent check-in became sporadic and my phone rang less 
and less. | would anxiously await her call to hear about John (name changed) and 
his antics or about Samantha (name changed) and her new drama-filled event. 
Those stories helped me to stay connected to my babies or as society called 
them, my students. As | waited, it soon became obvious my phone was not going 
to ring. The student had become the teacher, it was bittersweet. When the 
announcement was made to shut the building, instantaneously, that all changed. 
My phone began ringing non-stop. In addition to receiving calls from my AP, non- 
stop calls from family members and colleagues started to flood my line asking 
my opinion. | found myself with no answers. We were all facing the same event 
at the same time, and there was no book or mentor to turn to for guidance. With 
all of the uncertainty before my school community, I knew I needed to fully step 
back into my position as the leader. A decision most welcomed by my AP. My 16 
years of school leadership experience was needed at this time. This experience 
would be essential in knowing what we needed to focus on while sifting through 
the complexities and ambiguity of what lied ahead. As | began leading through 
this uncharted territory, І was thankful for the three days of faculty professional 
development the Department of Education provided in an effort to help us 
prepare for the switch from teaching and learning in a brick-and-mortar setting to 
a fully virtual one. Unbeknownst to us at the time, this would be a critical piece to 
our success. | assembled our already established team of individuals comprised 
of teachers, instructional coaches, and administrators and set the task before 
them. Our school's mantra, "We are the Solution!” was clear, and it laid the path 
as we forged ahead with planning. We left that uninterrupted six-hour planning 
session confident we were ready to offer our school community clear direction. 
At the conclusion of the three days of training, school staff applauded us for the 
team's nose-to-the-ground dogmatic approach with preparing them to make an 
unprecedented move. 


At that point in time we were 
unaware of the magnitude of 
neither what was to come nor the 
history being made. 
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As each day passed, it became more and more 
evident to me why the best books on leadership 
stress certain characteristics needed for present 
and effective leaders. Besides having the ability 
to communicate the vision and mission of the 


organization, the following three rose to the top in 


very unique ways. 


1. The Need for Systems and Structures is Critical: 

| have built the school's daily operations on systems and structures rather than 
my personality. This allowed everyone to know what we do and how we do it, 
irrespective of how І am feeling. Having a system allows everyone, including the 
boss, to be accountable to it without bias. A central requirement when operating 
this way, calls for at least one individual to be an expert in at least one major area 
of the school/business so he/she can properly and succinctly field questions 
aligned with one's expertise. Once all pertinent areas are covered and the team 
is assembled, the inner-workings of the entire company are present. Distributing 
responsibility in this manner does require trust, but it also creates an opportunity 
for greater attention to detail. Operating this way prior to COVID-19, created а 
seamless transition to remote learning because the experts remained experts 
and focused on making it come alive in the virtual space. There is an old saying, 
"Many hands make the work light." That is exactly what happened because of this 
approach to leadership. e 


2. The Development of a Functioning Team is Essential: 

In schools, we may call them Professional Learning Communities, but | want 

to establish new thinking with this type of team | am referring to. If | had to 

give it a name, | would title these like-minded individuals, “Тһе A-Team.” In the 
entertainment industry, there are "A-List" celebrities and "B-List" celebrities. 

| am pretty sure if we all created our very own А and B celebrity list, there is 

a high percentage our lists would be identical. Understanding that concept 

is the thinking behind the name of "this" school team. My "A-Team" was 
specifically hand-picked by me based on what | noticed on my daily walks 

and conversations. They were comprised of staff that believed in and were 
dedicated to implementing the vision | had for the school. Some had a voice 
that was respected by me and their colleagues, while others were quietly hiding 
in the shadows ready to step into the light. My goal of assembling them was to 
not only have them assist me with moving the agenda of the school but to also 
groom them to be the next leaders. This leadership grooming process started 
approximately two years earlier, and it fully blossomed during this crisis. Not only 
was | able to concentrate on what my position required, but | was also able to sit 
back and watch the team help their colleagues with learning the various online 
platforms, help families navigate online school, and attend to the emotional 
needs of the students. | began to see that as | poured into them they were 

able to pour into others. It was this constant pouring and refilling that 
generated our success. 
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3. Having Intimate Relationships Matter: 

Prior to our full-time lockdown state, | was blessed to be part of a very small 
sister circle comprised of principals. We would laugh and trade stories about our 
school day. Our talks sometimes included giving advice and offering solutions. 
When the pandemic hit, this relationship became a key ingredient in maintaining 
a clear head and an emotional balance. As the days in the house grew to weeks 
and then months, our talks went from professional to personal. We would laugh 
and cry, scream and be silent, or simply just send conflicting emotional emojis. 
When it became obvious one of us was about to fall off the ledge, the rest of us 
would band together to pray and remind that seemingly unsteady one how strong 
and brilliant she was. We offered assistance to lighten the load for that day for 
whatever was needed. | remember опе time we needed to find alcohol wipes 

for one sister-friend, and we all began frantically searching the web at various 
times in the night. The New Living Translation of the bible says, "Two people are 
better off than one, for they can help each other succeed. If one person falls, 

the other can reach out and help. But someone who falls alone is in real trouble” 
(Ecclesiastes 4:10). We were/are more than two people, and | am forever thankful 
for my "Principal Sisters!!” 


It has been six months since children have graced 
the threshold of my school building. As | ponder 
the reopening and the move to blended 
in-person learning for some, my mind remembers 
the moment when schools were shut and the 
ambiguous feelings that occupied my headspace. 
Those thoughts are quickly accompanied by 
nervousness and anticipation | have never felt 
before my yearly school opening. | attribute these 
conflicting feelings to the knowledge | now have 
about how this virus ravages the community and 
sucks the life out of others. What | have learned 
is leadership matters. What | have learned is to 
stay the course. It is said, "Real Leaders are forged 
in crises,” and this crisis has definitely separated 
the weak from the strong. | am grateful | am still 
standing strong.

This COVID-19 experience has been something else for me professionally and 
personally. As a very hands-on leader, it forced me to find other ways to ensure 
that my staff and students felt my energy (my passion, my love). | also had to 
make sure that energy was always uplifting and positive! "For as everyone 


knows when the principal sneezes, everyone catches a cold.” Personally, it 
forced me to find some balance. | work too much and so | overly provide for my 
family in "things" and "deeds" alike. This, in turn, leaves nothing for me. | really 
took some time to reacquaint myself with myself! 
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As a leader, | had to be a risk-taker and have more of a social media presence as 

an avenue to connect with my families. We did a “Virtual Family Dinner” where my 
students and families picked up taco kits from Moes Southwestern Grill and posted 
pictures of their dinner іп a post on our school's Facebook Page. | also did live video 
updates from my home and the school and posted them. | am not one to be in front 
of the camera. © In addition, | would pose questions on our school's Facebook page 
that required responses from parents and pictures of my babies to be posted. | had 
to get my eyes on them somehow. 


Му saddest story is that | look at the home of one of ту families 
from my office window every day. It’s right across the street. 

Two of the children attended this school under my leadership 

as principal. Their sweet grandmother always makes sure that 

we re okay if she sees too much first responder commotion оп 
campus, and | know she prays for me. І feel her energy. | love you 
Ms. Blondell! Well, | received the heart-wrenching call that her 
daughter, the mother of those two kids, had a stroke and died. So, 
| look out of my window at that home every day and | am pained 
to know that there is a void in that sweet, loving family. Then | pray 
for them. 


Му best story of all is that my doorbell rang in June. My husband 
opened it to find an “itty bitty” person standing before asking, “ls 
Mrs. Lewis home?" | went running to the door to find my sweet, 

precious Mariah! She says to me, "| have been asking my Mommy 


to bring me to see you EVERYDAY (and І am sure she did ©) апа 
she finally brought me. Mrs. Lewis, | miss you so much. | love you. 
| want to hug you, but Mommy says | can't hug you.” Confession: | 


hugged her! Q2 (With her Mom's permission of course!) 


Personally, COVID-19 and all that comes with it has hit our family hard! It spun our 
family when my mother-in-law had a stroke in April. She was rushed to the hospital 
from her home alone while my husband and father-in-law watched helplessly. She 
remained in the hospital alone for weeks. We were unable to see her, and as an 
effect of the stroke, she lost her ability to speak. So, we couldn't be there to see what 
was happening and she couldn't tell us. We had to totally rely on our faith in God.

My brother's mother-in-law, Sweet Mama Sybil, passed 
away from complications caused by COVID-19. She was a nurse at our local hospital 
and the first staff member to pass away from virus-related causes.

A huge takeaway for me was that | am me when things are normal and when there is 
а pandemic. | had to learn that, “My message is always the same, but my delivery тау 
just have to look a little different!”
